Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -1 5 and 23-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The available 
cited prior references differ from the instantly claimed composition recited in claim 1 , 
because they fail to disclose that the composition containing all of the instantly claimed 
components. Specifically, none of the references employ a fluoroaliphatic non-ionic 
surfactant. 

Thus, it would not have been in the preview of the skilled artisan to produce a 
composition requiring an epoxy resin, an OH terminated polysiloxane, and a cyclic 
polysiloxane with said a fluoroaliphatic non-ionic surfactant.
